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Ward tops 
league for 
reporting 
of crimes 

TWO wards in Walsall were 
at the opposite ends of the 
reported crime in March. 

St Matthews saw more 
crime than any other in the 
Black Country, with 319 
reports. 

Streetly saw the least, 
with just 24 incidents. 

St Matthews councillor 
Mohammed Arif said he was 
‘extremely disappointed’ 
that his ward, which covers 
Walsall town centre, had fin¬ 
ished top of the Black 
Country crime league table. 

“We are told that crime 
rates are going down and 
statistically that might be 
the case, but if you’re a 
victim then one crime is too 
much. Here, we have specific 
problems in terms of drink¬ 
ing with homeless people 
and eastern Europeans 
doing that,” he explained. 

He called for a ‘zero toler¬ 
ance’ approach to anti-social 
behaviour and said a re¬ 
structure of policing meant 
‘low-level’ incidents were 
not responded to swiftly. 

Streetly councillor Gary 
Clarke said: “We have had 
trouble here in the past but 
to me this is fantastic news. 

“I’ve got to ge honest, the 
police have been working 
with us and we’ve been 
trying to involve the youths 
a lot more and ensure 
they’ve got something to 
occupy their minds so it 
keeps them out of trouble.” 

Co-operation 
over repairs 

MORE than £700,000 is to 
be ploughed into improving 
a busy route used by thou¬ 
sands of motorists a day in 
Walsall. Resurfacing will be 
carried out along pothole- 
ridden Wolverhampton 
Road, Pelsall, a main link 
between Bloxwich and 
Brownhills. 

It is part of a joint scheme 
between South Staffs Water 
and Walsall Council which 
includes replacing water 
pipes around the Fingerpost 
junction area, followed by 
major carriageway repairs. 

Walsall transport chief, 
councillor Tom Ansell, said: 
they had talked to the water 
firm first to see it wanted to 
dig up the road first. 


DEATH DOWN TO 
STRESS OF FRAUD

AN ELDERLY Walsall victim of serial fraudster and former 
Tipton Town FC chairman Bill Williams, who ripped off a 
string of people for almost £500,000 - has died having 
never received any of his money back from the conman. 

The wife of Ronald Haynes said she feels that the stress of losing so much 
money contributed to her husband’s death. She and former transport company 
owner Ronald lost £95,000 when they enlisted the bogus accountant to handle 

their life savings. 

Williams is serving eight-and-a-half years 
for a series of frauds that saw him splash the 
stolen cash on family holidays to the USA 
and lavish parties. 

Mr Haynes died suddenly at his home in 
Barr Beacon, last Saturday. He was 77. His 
wife, Sheila, said: “We were both different 
people after what Bill Williams did. He took 
all of our savings. It really played on Ron’s 
mind a lot and I think the worry of what 
happened made him worse. 

“It stayed with Ron until the day he died 
and it will stay in my mind until the day I die 
as well.” 

For about 30 years, Mr Haynes, who was 
originally from Darlaston, owned Ron 
Haynes Transport and delivered tyres to 
firms all over the West Midlands. 

He formed his company after winning 
money when he made a bet on a horse race. 

Admired 

Mr Haynes, who has two sons and two 
step sons, was a member of Great Barr Golf 
Club for more than 35 years and met his wife 
during a party in West Bromwich. They 
would have been married for 34 years in 
July. 

Mrs Haynes said she was struggling to 
come to terms with her husband’s death. 

She added: “He was such a lovely man. My 
Ron was a man of tremendous character and 
resilience, and I loved and admired him so 
much. 

“I will continue to do that until I’m with 
him again. He was a character and everyone 
loved him for that.” 

Williams, of West Bromwich, also stole 
£276,000 from Wolverhampton murder 
suspect Andrew Diack, who was stabbed to 
death in the Flying Dutchman pub in 2009. 
And he stole £118,500 from two other men. 

The funeral of Mr Haynes will take place 
on June 5 at All Saints Church in Newton 
Road, West Bromwich, at 1.30pm, followed 
by a burial at Heath Lane Cemetery in 
Walsall Road at 2.30pm.

Mother 
got £36k 
in illegal 
benefits 

A MOTHER fraudulently 
claimed more than £36,000 
in benefits posing as a lone 
parent despite living with 
her partner, a court heard. 

Sharon Payne pocketed 
income support along with 
housing and council tax ben¬ 
efits over a number of years. 

The 44 year-old admitted 
two counts of dishonestly 
failing to notify a change of 
circumstances affecting 
entitlement to benefit 
between 2009 and 2012. 

Walsall Magistrates Court 
was told claims for benefits 
started in 1990, with Payne 
receiving housing and coun¬ 
cil tax support. An investiga¬ 
tion started last year. 

Miss Rachel Smith, prose¬ 
cuting, said Payne married 
husband Daniel in 2011 but 
it appeared the couple had 
been living together in 
Poplar Road, Brownhills, for 
some considerable time. 
Loans and registrations 
with the NHS in both names 
were sent to the address. 

When interviewed by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions, she denied they 
had always been living 
together and insisted he 
stayed every ‘now and again’ 
and denied knowing if he 
was working, which would 
have impacted on the claim. 

The mother-of-two said he 
regularly went to London 
and the address was just for 
correspondence. She dishon¬ 
estly received £36,767.44 

The case was committed 
to Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentence on June 
25. Payne was bailed.

Council against 20p 
station toilet charge 


COUNCILLORS voted unanimously to press 
transport authority Centro to drop plans for a 
20p charge at Walsall bus station’s toilets as 
the proposals were branded ‘scandalous’. 

Centro planned to bring in the charge after an £80,000 
revamp of the facilities at St Paul’s bus station but the con¬ 
troversial plans were put on hold following criticism. 

A motion calling for the 
facilities to remain free of 
charge was put forward by 
Labour councillors at last 
week’s full council meeting 
and was led by Councillor 
Richard Worrall, who is also 
a member of the West Mid¬ 
lands Integrated Transport 
Authority. 

He urged councillors to 
vote unanimously in favour 
of the motion, claiming it 
would be the best way to 
influence Centro to think 
twice about the plans. 

But councillors voted in 
favour of an amendment to 
the motion put forward by 
Councillor Pete Smith, 
which raised concern over 
lack of consultation sur¬ 
rounding the proposals. 

Consultation 

It said the decision to 
impose charges without any 
apparent consultation had 
been ‘unacceptable’. 

The motion also requested 
the council’s three represen¬ 
tatives on the transport 
authority make strong rep¬ 
resentations on the issue. 

Councillor Smith said: 
“20p a pee, absolutely scan¬ 
dalous. Once they bring it in, 
it will be 20p this year. 
Within 10 years we will be 
needing a pound coin to 
spend a penny.” 

In a report to councillors, 
assistant director of neigh¬ 
bourhood services Keith 
Stone said there were acces¬ 
sible public conveniences 
available in close proximity 
to the bus station including 
at Tesco, Walsall’s New Art 
Gallery and at pubs and 
restaurants.

A DISUSED warehouse in 
Brownhills was left gutted 
ate a fire was deliberately 
started in it. 

Around 25 firefighters 
tackled the blaze at the 
former Wernick Event Hire 
building in Apex Road.

Job hopes as warehouse given go-ahead

A LARGE warehouse and office devel¬ 
opment will be built on the last 
remaining plot of vacant land at a 
Walsall business park, bringing the 
promise of new jobs. 

AXA Real Estate Investment Man¬ 
agers wants to build a 19,250 sq ft unit 
on a patch of scrub land at AxcesslO 
Business Park, Darlaston. 

The scheme was given the go-ahead 
after it was adjudged to conform with 


new simplified planning rules, known 
as a Local Development Order, which 
covers an area of 358 acres. 

The area is wider than the enter¬ 
prise zone to allow existing local busi¬ 
nesses to benefit. 

Bentley and Darlaston North Coun¬ 
cillor Rose Burley welcomed the 
scheme and said she hoped it would 
bring good employment prospects in a 
tough economic climate. She said: “I 


welcome any sort of regeneration of 
that area, particularly if it means more 
jobs in the locality.” 

More than 100 parking spaces would 
also be created Bentley Road South 
site, which has been earmarked for 
storage and distribution, general 
industrial or light industrial purposes. 

No firm date has not yet been lined 
up to take over the development. The 
site has been developed over the past 


20 years and includes a variety of occu¬ 
piers including a food wholesaler, 
vehicle accident repair centre and spe¬ 
cialist engineering companies. 

Additional car parking spaces would 
assist neighbouring firm RSA Acci¬ 
dent Repairs Ltd with the storage of 
vehicles awaiting repair or collection. 

The development would include a 
17,500 sq ft warehouse and 1,750 sq ft 
offices. 


Nurse died of asthma 
after collapse at club 


A NURSE from Willenhall died after suffering 
an asthma attack at a nightclub while out with 
friends, an inquest has heard. 

Ramandeep Kaur, aged 22, fell ill on a balcony at 
Sence nightclub in Hurst Street, Birmingham, just 
after midnight on February 26 last year. 

Birmingham Coroner’s Court heard she had been diag¬ 
nosed as asthmatic in 1996 and she had been admitted to 
hospital four times between October 2009 and May 2010 as 
her attacks became more severe.

A post mortem found no 
drugs in her system and a 
small amount of alcohol. 
The cause of death was given 
as an acute asthma attack. 

Miss Kaur, who lived with 
her parents, sister Karen 
Bond and twin sister Aman- 
deep, in Glenbury Green, 
had been a nurse since 2010. 

She worked on ward D17, 
which looks after patients 
with respiratory and gastric 
conditions. 

The case was adjourned 
until June 7, when a verdict 
will be recorded. 

Since her death, friends 
and colleagues have organ¬ 
ised a series of fundraisers 
events and in June will 
abseil down House of Fraser 
in Birmingham city centre. 

Her sister Karen said: “We 
are still trying to come to 
terms with what happened.”

Careless driver gets £90 fine and year ban 


A DRIVER responsible for a car 
crash which left a nurse so badly 
injured that she will never walk 
again has been handed a £90 fine. 

Amanda Chambers admitted 
careless driving when she appeared 
before magistrates in Walsall last 
week. 

Victim Susan Moseley, of Burnt- 
wood, had been returning from 
giving friends a lift home after a 
New Year’s Eve celebration when 
her car was struck by Chambers’ 
Audi TT. 

Her back, ribs and both ankles 


were all fractured and she is still 
getting specialist treatment in hos¬ 
pital. The accident happened five 
days before the mental health 
nurse’s 50th birthday. 

Law 

Walsall magistrates said their 
sentencing powers were restricted 
by the charge. 

The road safety charity Brake 
have called for a change in the law, 
saying Chambers should have been 
charged with dangerous driving. 

The collision happened in Lich¬ 


field Road, Pelsall, at the junction of 
Highcroft, at 12.45am on New 
Year’s Day when Chambers’ car 
strayed on to the wrong side of the 
road as she turned the corner, 
hitting Mrs Moseley’s oncoming 
Renault Clio. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, 
said 40-year-old Chambers, of 
Harpur Road, Walsall, was also 
badly hurt and, as a result, doctors 
were unable to obtain blood or urine 
samples for an alcohol test. 

She still wears a brace and is 
unable to work, the court heard. 


She could not explain what had 
happened but was ‘extremely 
remorseful’, her lawyer said. 

Chambers was fined £90 and 
ordered to pay £85 costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

She was banned from driving for 
12 months. 

After the case, the victim’s civil 
partner Susan Dunning told how 
the couple had been hosting a small 
party at their home where Mrs 
Moseley had drank only bitter 
lemon because she was driving 
friends home. 


Nurse still haunted 
by paralysing crash 


A NURSE who will never walk again after a 
horror crash has told how that night has 
changed her life forever. 

Susan Moseley was speaking for the first time from her 
hospital bed as she continues her recovery from a New 
Year’s Day smash in Walsall.

She had a milestone birth¬ 
day coming up in January, 
when she was going to be 50, 
and her son Tom would be 
celebrating his birthday. 

Mrs Moseley hopes to 
leave the specialist spinal 
injuries hospital, in 
Oswestry, in June but will 
have to move into supported 
accommodation in the 
Shropshire town before 
returning home when adap¬ 
tations are completed at her 
bungalow. 

Mrs Dunning said: “Every 
doorway will have to be 
widened, ramps have to be 
put in and she hasn’t even 
got a wheelchair yet. 

“There is a whole load of 
equipment that she is going 
to need. 

“There is nowhere in 
Staffordshire for her to con¬ 
valesce, it will have to be 
Oswestry. She will still need 
physio every day.” 

Mrs Moseley has been 
heartened by the ‘really 
wonderful’ support received 
from work colleagues at the 
Child and Adolescent 
Mental Health Service in 
Lichfield, and from friends, 
with some travelling from 
London to visit her. 

She also praised her 
extended family and her 
partner’s children Katie, 
aged 31, and Andrew, aged 
26, and their partners for 
their support during a very 
difficult time. 

“People’s kindness is 
overwhelming, and that 
helps me to be strong,” she 
added. 


The 50-year-old has 
started to have flashbacks to 
the accident which left her 
disabled. 

“I’ve had to have tablets 
because it’s so frightening,” 
she said. 

“There was an orangey- 
brown and then blackness. 
It was like the world was 
going to end and in a way it 
has for me.” 

Mrs Moseley’s back was 
broken, all her ribs and both 
her ankles were also broken 
in the smash, in Lichfield 
Road, Pelsall. 

She was returning from 
driving home two close 
friends following a New Year 
celebration at the Burnt- 
wood home she shares with 
her civil partner Susan 
Dunning. 

Wonderful 

The other motorist 
Amanda Chambers, aged 40, 
of Harpur Road, Walsall, 
who admitted careless 
driving, was fined £90 and 
banned for a year (see story 
above). 

Mrs Moseley, a mental 
health nurse, said from her 
hospital bed: “The only 
thing I can remember about 
the car journey is feeling 
very happy. We’d had a won¬ 
derful evening. 

“Every year since I’ve 
been with Sue, we’ve cele¬ 
brated the New Year with all 
our family and close 
friends.” 

Driving back in her 
Renault Clio, Mrs Moseley 
was looking forward to what 
was going to be a wonderful 
year.

survives 

A CHALLENGE to the lead¬ 
ership of Walsall Council 
made by the Labour group 
has failed to unseat the con¬ 
trolling Tory-Lib Dem coali¬ 
tion. 

Labour group leader Tim 
Oliver put forward a vote of 
no confidence in the coali¬ 
tion at a meeting of the full 
council last week. 

But the motion was 
thrown out, with 29 council¬ 
lors voting against Labour’s 
27. 

Independent members 
Chris and Paul Bott chose 
not to vote, along with Dem¬ 
ocratic Labour party 
member Pete Smith. The 
Lib Dems supported the 
Conservatives. 

Funding 

The Labour group 
claimed there had been a 
year of ‘incompetence and 
inaction’ and Councillor 
Oliver highlighted the 
damning report into chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

He also claimed a decision 
to pump almost £8 million of 
funding into the stalled 
£21m redevelopment of Old 
Square Shopping Centre 
had been rushed through, 
when Labour councillors 
wanted further clarification. 

But Councillor Mike Bird 
said it was not the fault of 
the local authority that the 
plans for Old Square had 
stalled and said the scheme 
would be a major ‘catalyst’ 
for the regeneration of the 
town centre. 

inquiry into

AN INDEPENDENT inves¬ 
tigation has been launched 
after a teenager needed 
stitches following his arrest 
by police in Bloxwich. 

The 16-year-old was 
arrested by two officers fol¬ 
lowing complaints about a 
noisy house party. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission is 
investigating the circum¬ 
stances after the teenager 
suffered an ear injury. 

Police immediately took 
him to hospital after he 
required a number of 
stitches after the arrest at 
around 10.30pm on April 5. 

The youth was arrested in 
Hamilton Street and, after 
receiving hospital treat¬ 
ment, he was served with a 
fixed penalty notice for 
being drunk and disorderly. 

His mother complained to 
West Midlands Police and 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission.

The Bell Inn, Willenhall 


i CONSORTIUM behind a £300,000 scheme to 
transform Willenhall’s oldest pub has cleared a 
major hurdle after planning permission was 
granted to kick-start the project. 

Long-term plans will involve converting the 
Bell Inn into a cafe and community centre but the 
initial phase will involve installing a new shop 
front and gates and creating a first-floor flat. 

It will then be rented out to help fund the com¬ 
munity facility and deter attacks by vandals. 

Stan Taylor, of the consortium to save the pub, 
said they were close to securing a grant and work 
could start soon on bringing the Market Place 
building back into use. 

It is hoped that more than half the cash can be 


secured through the Heritage Lottery Fund’s 
Townscape Heritage Initiative. 

Mr Taylor said: “I feel relieved about it, I think 
we all do. It’s taken such a long time to get here. 

“It looks as though we will get the grant but it 
hasn’t been finalised yet. 

Confident 

“I’m pretty confident we are ready to go as 
soon as we sign the agreement. 

“The tenders have gone out for the builders. 
Fingers crossed, we are almost at the stage where 
that work will go ahead.” 

Vandals have broken into the building on a 
number of occasions and have ripped tiles off the 
roof, stripped metal, scrawled graffiti and 


smashed whatever they could find in the yard. 

Mr Taylor said a tenant for the flat would be 
taken on when work is completed. 

The building was repossessed after its former 
owner defaulted on mortgage repayments. 

More than a thousand people signed a petition 
in 2010 calling for the former coaching inn to be 
saved as a vital part of Willenhall’s heritage, 
asking for Walsall Council to step in if a buyer 
could not be found. 

Four community-minded individuals clubbed 
together and bought the building to safeguard it. 

The building survived the Great Fire of Willen¬ 
hall in 1659, when 60 other buildings in the town 
were destroyed. 


Free Sunday parking 
call to increase trade 


CALLS have been made to scrap Sunday 
parking charges in Walsall after it emerged it 
had brought in £21,000 over a year. 


Opponents say removing 
parking charges on Sundays 
would help boost businesses 
and ‘get the town centre 
buzzing again’. 

Councillor Dennis Anson, 
Labour councillor for Pleck, 
said free parking should be 
offered in the town on all 
days, especially Sundays. 

He said: “Parking should 
be free in town centres.

“There should be free 
parking for a few hours and 
then charges after that, oth¬ 
erwise people would just 
leave their cars and go off to 
Birmingham or elsewhere. 

“It needs to be done to 
encourage more people into 
the town, help the busi¬ 
nesses and just get the town 
buzzing. 

“The key problem at the 
moment is what we do to try 
and get people to come into 
our town and get it working 
again.”

erated from Sunday parking 
in the last financial year. 

Critics claim the benefits 
of free parking for the town 
would outweigh the amount 
of money being made. 

Council chiefs insist the 
money raised is ploughed 
back into car parking 
upkeep and maintenance in 
the borough. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
defended the charges but 
said the town hall was being 
forced to make savings and 
raise money where possible. 

He said: “Walsall Council 
only controls 25 per cent of 
the parking in Walsall town 
centre. 

“We control 1,300 spaces 
but the other 4,500 are con¬ 
trolled by the private sector. 

“I have no hesitation in 
saying we are left in a situa¬ 
tion where we are trying to 
find money in areas we 
would not normally have 
before.”

Diversity benefits pupils, says head 


A world of opportunity whatever the background - Pheasey Park Farm headteacher Sally Lanni with pupils in class 


SCHOOL leaders have told how they 
ensure families from overseas are 
made to feel welcome while offering 
youngsters extra support with English 
if they need it. 

Even in schools where white British 
pupils make up the vast majority of the 
register, staff are still working with 
pupils with different needs in terms of 
languages. 

Sally Lanni, headteacher at Pheasey 
Park Farm Primary School in Walsall, 
has 15 different nationalities with 11 
different languages spoken. 

Yet more than 84 per cent of the 


youngsters are white British, accord¬ 
ing to census data. 

The school has more than 700 pupils 
and is one of the largest primary 
schools in the country. 

Assessed 

Mrs Lanni, a former headteacher of 
Villiers Primary School in Bilston, said 
children were assessed early. 

“Schools do realise that some pupils 
need more support than others, for 
example if their first language is not 
English,” she said. 

“However, children who do not have 


English as their first language do not 
necessarily have poor language ability 
and the challenge is for schools to make 
these assessments and ensure that 
these children are not held back. In my 
experience these children quite often 
are high performers. 

“It is beneficial for schools to be able 
to call on specialist staff, for example 
staff able to speak other languages and 
having this provision in-house is a def¬ 
inite advantage.” 

She said the diverse range of back¬ 
grounds helped children to learn toler¬ 
ance and respect.

Of course they are. Let's face 
it, their ancestors were the ones 
who were sent to the land of 
endless sunshine and Foster’s, 
while their mates were left 
behind sewing mailbags and 
breaking rocks.

Referee? Friday on 
the beat is tougher 


Former top ref Alan Wiley 
has turned to coaching to 
bring new officials through. 

NICK MASHITER reports 

ON a park pitch in Walsall, Alan 
Wiley was pushed to the brink. 

Years before the Premier League was 
conceived and more than two decades 
before he took control of one of the most 
dramatic FA Cup finals in recent memory 
in 2006, the rookie referee almost quit. 

The Burntwood official, the West Mid¬ 
lands’ finest referee since Jack Taylor, 
was ready to walk. And that was in 1982. 

As a policeman he dealt with crime on 
the Walsall streets, but in just his second 
year officiating he struggled to contain a 
Sunday league team which left him ques¬ 
tioning his dream. 

“I was on a local parks pitch at 
Reedswood where I gave a decision - the 
right decision - but I got abuse from one 
team,” he recalled. It was a clear penalty, 
there wasn’t even an argument, but I got 
abuse at the time, abuse as I walked off. 

“I went to the changing room and the 
door came open and my match fee was 
just thrown through the door, money 
went all over the place. 

Correct 

“I went to the car still getting a bit of 
verbal, went home, threw my kit in the 
bin and said ‘that’s me finished’. 

“My wife Carol didn’t say anything at 
the time, but by the Sunday night she’d 
taken it out and put it on the side. 

“She said ‘how do you feel now?’ and I 
said ‘you know what, because it was a 
correct decision I’m not going to let those 
people drive me out of the game. Why 
should they drive me out of something I 
have a passion for? I need to get my kit 
back out the bin’ but she’d already done 
it. 

“She knew I wouldn’t give up. That 
was the one and only time I questioned 
being a referee.”

The abuse is not new - Wiley was 
famously branded ‘unfit’ by the then 
Manchester United boss Sir Alex Fergu¬ 
son in 2009 following a game against 
Sunderland. Nor is it something which 
has been stamped out. 

Five years ago, Wiley’s daughter 
Nicola, now 22, quit refereeing after suf¬ 
fering barbs from an unhappy parent. 
Unlike her dad, Nicola was not able to 
brush the criticism aside and she hasn’t 
officiated since. 

“My daughter took a refereeing 
course and started to referee youth foot¬ 
ball, under-sevens and under-eights, 


and she was enjoying it,” he said. “But 
in one game, a team was losing 5-0 and 
one of their players picked the ball up in 
the area. She had to give a penalty and 
the abuse she got from the player’s 
mother was terrible. 

“Nicola came home and said she 
wasn’t doing it again. I tried to get to her 
back, but she didn’t and she was lost to 
the game. 

“She was 17. She was enjoying what 
she was doing, but because of a parent 
she stopped.” 

Around 7,000 people start officiating 
each year only for half to quit within the 


first 12 months after abuse or a lack of 
support. But with Professional Game 
Match Officials Limited, Wiley has 
become a referee coach since retiring in 
2010 to improve the pathway for offi¬ 
cials. 

After passed a refereeing course, Wiley 
began locally and by 1991 was on the 
Football League list as a linesman. He 
took charge f Liverpool’s epic FA Cup 
final win over West Ham in 2006. 

Some players are also seriously consid¬ 
ering becoming referees when their 
careers end with Walsall captain Andy 
Butler and his defensive partner Dean 
Holden taking their qualifications. 

Over the last four years, refereeing 
numbers have increased by 8,000 nation¬ 
wide, while the National Referee Devel¬ 
opment Programme scheme helps 
grassroots referees train and develop. 

Different 

That is where Wiley comes in as a 
mentor. “The game is asking for younger 
match officials,” said the 52-year-old, 
who combines the role with his job as Sky 
Sports’ referee analyst. 

“About 20 or 30 years ago, you’d have 
to do 12 years in local football before you 
could move up - but now you can push it 
through early. The fitness of referees 
from five years ago is different now, too.” 

“Refereeing is massively about experi¬ 
ence - but I always think if you’re good 
enough, then you’re old enough. 

“The transition from Football League 
to the Premier League for a match offi¬ 
cial is massive, it’s a different world. Not 
only through the football, but the media 
scrutiny is massive.” 

Wiley insists a Friday night beat in 
Walsall will always be tougher than 
60,000 questioning your parentage - but 
it is an occupational hazard. 

“If referees make an error they know 
and expect they are going to get abuse in 
the media. Well, not abuse, but you’ll be 
slammed for your decision. 

“But I never thought about quitting 
then and now there’s never been a better 
time to be a referee.”

A MULTI-MILLION pound project 
to speed up trains on a major line 
has been delayed by three years. 

Network Rail was previously scheduled 
to increase the speed of trains on the Chase 
line between Rugeley and Birmingham, via 
Bloxwich, from 45-50mph to 70mph by 
spring next year. 

But following a decision to electrify the 
line, announced in January, the speed 
improvements are being reviewed with new 
electric trains in mind. The line currently 
has diesel trains. 

The speed improvements are now not 
expected to take place until December 
2017, when the line is electrified. 

Platforms 

Network Rail says putting the upgrade 
on hold is in a bid to ‘maximise passenger 
benefits’, as the line must be suitable for 
the use of electric trains. Prior to the 
announcement the firm was aready having 
technical issues with the upgrade. 

As well as increasing the speed of the 
trains, the improvements will also see the 
introduction of automatic ticket machines 
and the upgrade of track and platforms. 

The £30m upgrade of the Chase Line 
between Walsall and Rugeley will see large 
sections of rail converted to run electric 
trains in a move which should bring faster 
and more reliable services. The line 
includes Hednesford, Cannock, Landywood 
and Bloxwich. 

Communications manager for Network 
Rail Ben Herbert, said: “The planned elec¬ 
trification and line speed improvements on 
the Cannock line will provide a better 
service for passengers, with clean, modern 
electric trains and reduced journey times.

Menacing bully in threat 
to blow up Homan’s home 


A ‘BULLY’ told a woman that he 
would blow up her house if she 
didn’t give him £100 that he 
believed her partner owed him. 

Paul Bent also sent a series of menacing 
text messages to the woman, who was left so 
frightened that she moved house. 

Bent was given a suspended sentence for 
harassment at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The 28-year-old, of Coalpool Lane, 
Walsall, pleaded guilty to the charge and 
was told he would spend six months in 
prison if he committed an offence in the 
next two years. 

The court heard how Bent told the 
mother-of-two that her then boyfriend owed 
him a sum of money for a drugs debt. 

Prosecutor Mr David Lees said: “She 
explained she couldn’t get that kind of 
money. 

“She said the defendant said ‘If you don’t 
get it within the next two weeks I’m going 
to blow the house up’. She described being 
very scared by the phone call.” 

Concerned 

A number of text messages followed, the 
nature of which concerned her so much that 
she went to the police. The woman never 
spent a night at that address again. 

Bent had 14 previous convictions for a 
variety of offences, including assault, affray 
and motoring offences. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defending, 
said: “There was not even a physical con¬ 
frontation, let alone violence used. I would 
submit the previous convictions of this 
defendant do not mean he has a reputation 
towards violence.” 

In sentencing Bent, Recorder Christo¬ 
pher Goodchild said: “You bullied this 
woman for £100. She had two children, one 
aged three, and so terrified were they that 
they left that house. You’re a bully.” 

Bent was also given a supervision order 
and told to have no contact with the woman.

It has meant several 
empty units and it is feared 
traders will now never 
return to Brownhills. 

Vowed 

Walsall Council have 
vowed to work with the 
owners of Ravenscourt 
shopping centre to lead 
regeneration of the area. 

But Doreen Gent, who 
runs the Acropolis coffee 
house, said it could be too 
late with just two traders 
currently at Ravenscourt. 

“With Tesco saying in the 
beginning they were going 
to have it, shopkeepers were 
looking for other places,” 
she said. “It has killed off 
the precinct and it is going to 
take a lot to bring it back up. 

“We were the heart of 
Brownhills at one time and 
it was so busy.” 


Brownhills councillors 
Barbara Cassidy and 
Stephen Wade have called 
for action. 

Councillor Cassidy said: 
“As we now know that a new 
Tesco store will not be forth¬ 
coming, we are calling upon 
Councillor Adrian Andrew 
(regneration boss) and the 
officers concerned to act 
quickly and decisively on 
behalf of all the residents of 
Brownhills so that we know 
what is going to happen to 
Ravenscourt - it is now a 
blot on the landscape and a 
magnet for crime.” 

Councillor Andrew said 
they were informed only last 
Wednesday of the decision 
by Tesco to scrap the plan, 
which could have created 
150 jobs. 

“We have already started 
looking to alternative solu¬ 
tions for the regeneration of 
Brownhills,” he added.

A NEW bus service linking parts 
of Walsall to Birmingham will be 
introduced next week as part of a 
shake-up by transport bosses. 

Steps have been taken to improve bus 
links in Pheasey following complaints they 
needed to be better and more regular. A new 
service, the 936, will run between Brown- 
hills, Aldridge, Pheasey and Birmingham. 

It is one of a series of changes being 
brought in on June 9 following a review of 
services in north Birmingham, Sutton Cold¬ 
field and parts of Walsall. 

The new 936 service will run every 15 
minutes during peak times and every 30 
minutes off peak. 

Meanwhile, the 934 service which runs 
from Birmingham to Doe Bank will be 
extended from Walsall to Pheasey, replacing 
the number 76. 

Feedback 

Changes have been brought in following 
feedback from residents and commuters, 
who will have another chance to find out 
more on Monday. 

Bosses at transport authority Centro said 
they had worked with passengers, local 
authorities and bus companies. 

Councillor John McNicholas, chairman of 
Centro, said: “This new service is the result 
of extensive partnership work as well as 
feedback from passengers and councillors 
and we hope that the people of north Birm¬ 
ingham and Sutton Coldfield will welcome 
the new benefits that the improved network 
will provide.” 

Changes also been made to the times on 
the 935 from Birmingham to Walsall via 
Streetly and to the 935A from Birmingham 
to Brownhills via Aldridge. 

The 78 service which runs between 
Streetly and Sutton Coldfield will be 
extended to include the Parson and Clerk 
hotel in Sutton Coldfield. It will become 
half-hourly. The timetables for the 51, from 
Birmingham to Walsall via Perry Barr, the 
X51 from Birmingham to Cannock via 
Walsall and the 952 from Birmingham to 
Perry Barr will all be coordinated. 

Information about the bus changes will 
be available at the Collingwood Centre, in 
Collingwood Drive, Pheasey, from 10am to 
3pm on Monday.

Taking drug led 
to tragic death 
of keep fit fan 


DEVASTATED relatives have paid tribute to an 
‘all-round nice guy’ from Aldridge who died 
after experimenting with a drug. 

Delivery driver Craig Sargeant’s heartbroken family 
described him as ‘fun loving and the kindest person you 
could ever meet’. His father Glenn Sargeant said: “It was a 
stupid mistake that ended in tragedy.” 

At the West Bromwich Albion fan’s funeral at Streetly 


Crematorium in Walsall, 
around 30 of his friends 
wore Baggies’ ties whatever 
club they supported. 

The 31-year-old, who 
loved sport and keeping fit, 
had been to his best friend’s 
stag party in France days 
before his death and was due 
to be an usher at his wedding 
the following weekend. 

Inquest 

An inquest at Walsall’s 
Manor Hospital heard that 
he was found dead at his flat 
in Croft Parade, Aldridge, on 
October 8 later friends 
alerted his family, worried 
that his van had been 
outside his flat all weekend. 
His older brother Matthew 
Sargeant got in through a 
window and found him dead 
upstairs in bed. 

A post mortem discovered 
traces of methadone, cocaine 
and alcohol. It was also 
found that, unknown to him, 
he was suffering from 
bronchial pneumonia. 

The methadone would 
have affected his respiratory 
system, said pathologist Dr 
Dragana Cvijan, who carried 
out the post mortem. 

The inquest heard that 
the methadone was not pre¬ 
scribed to him and his body

would have had a low toler¬ 
ance of the chemical. 

His brother said Craig 
might have experimented to 
see what effect it would 
have. 

The cause of death was 
given as methadone poison¬ 
ing exacerbated by a small 
amount of alcohol and his 
underlying bronchial pneu¬ 
monia. 

Returning a verdict of 
accidental death, Black 
Country coroner Robin 
Balmain said: “It highlights 
the dangers of taking things 
you are not supposed to.” 

His family paid tribute to 
the former Aldridge School 
pupil, who lived a healthy 
and active life, playing 
squash and badminton 
every week and who was 
careful with his diet. 

Matthew Sargeant said 
his brother, who worked for 
Homeserve, was an all¬ 
round ‘nice guy’. 

He said: “He lived for the 
weekends. He loved a beer 
and was the go-to guy 
among his friends. Craig 
was also the one they would 
take their troubles to, he 
would act as a go-between.”

Concern over closure of 
police HQ at Green Lane 


CLOSURE of Walsall’s police 
headquarters could have an 
impact on crime, councillors 
have warned. 

Proposals have been put forward for 
police to move from their Green Lane 
HQ in Walsall, relocating up to 200 offi¬ 
cers to the Civic Centre and Bloxwich. 

Bloxwich Police Station will become 
the borough’s main HQ but senior 
figures at the council have raised con¬ 
cerns over reduced visibility of police in 
the heart of the borough. 

Plans for a new £13 million base in 
the town centre, initially earmarked for 
Hatherton Street, would be scrapped 
under the proposals. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, who sat 
on the West Midlands Police Authority, 
now replaced by the Police and Crime 
Commissioner, said: “We know that vis¬ 
ibility of police is the key. That acts as a 
deterrent effect. There will be police 
presence in the town but that will be a 
very small number to what is in Green 
Lane presently. I am really disap¬ 
pointed.” 


Councillor Doug James said: “It is 
absolutely packed in the Civic Centre, 
over busy, where are we going to fit in 
the police front desk? 

“There are a lot of questions to be 
asked and there should be a public con¬ 
sultation. I support high visibility polic¬ 
ing and that is absolutely vital in a busy 
town centre.” 

It is expected to take 18 months to 
relocate from Green Lane although offi¬ 
cers could start operating from the 
council offices by September. 

West Midlands Police say the existing 
Walsall Police Station costs the force 
£500,000 a year in maintenance at a 
time when it is under increasing finan¬ 
cial pressure. 

The changes are subject to the 
signing of a lease agreement. 

Chief Superintendent Dave 
Sturman, Walsall local policing unit 
commander, said: “This is an innovative

Bid to reopen rail line

RAIL campaigners say they are confident a project to 
reopen a railway line through the Black Country can be 
kick-started by the end of this decade - more than 50 years 
after the track was closed. 

Members of Stourbridge Line User Group have long cam¬ 
paigned for the opening of the Stourbridge to Walsall line. 

They claim the region’s road network is no longer ade¬ 
quate and a railway line linking the two towns, via Dudley 
and Brierley Hill, would solve traffic congestion and benefit 
business. 


Metro 


The group says it believes part of the line, from Wednes- 
bury to Brierley Hill, could be used again for commuters by 
2020 as part of Centro’s planned Metro extension. 

Three years ago, a car park was built for a possible Metro 
stop at Dudley Port station alongside the disused line, which 
was closed in 1962. 

Keith Flinders, researcher for the Stourbridge Line User 
Group, said: “I believe the expansion of the Metro will be the 
first staged reopening of the Stourbridge to Walsall line. To 
open this part of the track will kick-start the whole project, 
eventually seeing it opened from Stourbridge to Walsall. 

“I know Centro is intent to begin this first stage of 
opening and the councils are also crying out for it. The issue 
is money but I believe this will come in and work will start 
by the end of this decade.” 


Restraining order 
after a threat to 
burn down house 


A FATHER who threatened to burn down his 
neighbour’s house in Darlaston after a two- 
year dispute has been given a restraining 
order and told to pay compensation. 

Douglas Scott started shouting at his neighbour Darren 


Lewis in Dangerfield Lane, 
threatening to ‘kill’ him and 
burn down his house, 
Walsall Magistrates Court 
heard last week. 

The court was told how 
Scott also shouted at his 
neighbour: “I’m having my 
kids taken off me”. 

Children 

He mistakenly thought 
his children would be taken 
after he received a letter 
from social services and 
assumed his neighbours had 
been responsible, the court 
was told. 

An earlier hearing heard 
that the letter from social 
services had only asked for a 
meeting with Scott and had 
not said his children would 
be taken away. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, pros¬ 
ecuting, said 41-year-old 
Scott called police on the 
night of April 29 and told 
them that he could not cope 
and did not want to live 
anymore. 

Scott and Mr Lewis had 
been neighbours for about 
two years and there were 
ongoing disputes. 

Scott, who has since 
moved to Wiltshire Way,

West Bromwich, admitted at 
a previous hearing one 
charge of using threatening 
words or behaviour. 

In mitigation, Mr Parms 
Hayre said his client’s call to 
police was a clear sign of a 
cry for help. 

He said: “It is a neighbour 
problem which has boiled 
over.” 

He added that Scott had 
previously been out of 
trouble for 19 years and was 
unemployed but actively 
seeking work. He had 
missed a job interview to 
attend court. 

Scott was handed a 12- 
month community order 
with supervision and an edu¬ 
cation, training and employ¬ 
ment activity, helping him 
get back to work. 

Magistrates ordered him 
to pay £85 costs, £75 com¬ 
pensation to Mr Lewis and a 
£60 victim surcharge. 

He was given a restraining 
order forbidding any contact 
with his former neighbours 
for the period of a year. 

It also prevents him from 
going to Dangerfield Lane, 
Darlaston.

The return of Motown UK 


AS the huge Jaguar Land 
Rover engine plant begins 
to take shape on 154, bring¬ 
ing big time motor manu¬ 
facturing to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, it is easy to forget 
there was a time when the 
city was the UK’s equiva¬ 
lent of Detroit, a veritable 
Motown UK. 

In the late Victorian era Wolver¬ 
hampton was the main bicycle 
manufacturing town in the 
country, whereas Nottingham had 
five cycle makers, locally there 
were more than 30, and it was 
inevitable that many of these would 
turn to motor-cycle and car 
making. 

The first off the mark was Star, 
which built its first car, based on 
the German Benz in 1896. 
Sunbeam followed soon after, 
making its first car just round the 
corner in Upper Villiers Street in 
1899. 

Across the town, the Electric 
Construction Company was soon 

Work on a Turner sports car chassis at Wolverhampton Airport dabbling in electric vehicles. The

Stevens brothers were soon making 
fine motor-cycle engines, and then 
motor-cycles under the name AJS, 
and a Northampton motor-cycle 
manufacturer, Clyno, which used 
Stevens’ engines, moved to Pelham 
Street to be near their supplier. 

Sunbeamland, the home of 
Sunbeam bikes, began making 
motor-cycles in 1911, while Star 
began producing cars under the 
name Starling and Briton, as well 
as its own. By the First World War 
Star was the sixth largest car 
maker in Britain and Sunbeam 
were third. 

Sprang 

Just before the war, Sydney Guy 
left the Sunbeam to start his own 
commercial vehicle factory on the 
other side of town in Park Lane, in 
time to pick up large military 
orders for his Guy trucks. 

After the war Guy and Clyno 
joined Star and Sunbeam in build¬ 
ing cars, and a host of motor-cycle 
manufacturers sprang up across 
Wolverhampton to join AJS, 


Sunbeam and Clyno, among them 
Diamond, Wolf and HRD. The Vil¬ 
liers company began making two 
stroke engines, and then across 
town next to Guy Motors, Henry 
Meadows was formed to make gear¬ 
boxes and later, diesel engines. 

The decline began in the late 
1920s as one by one the major com¬ 
panies shut down, beginning with 
Clyno, and ending with the mighty 
Sunbeam in 1935. 

Guy Motors remained the only 
large vehicle manufacturer, with 
Villiers and Meadows making 
engines. 

These companies prospered and 
were joined by the Turner sports 
car company, at Wolverhampton 
Airport, but the second decline 
began with the closure of Henry 
Meadows in the early 1960s, and 
finishing with the closure of Guy 
Motors, despite it being still prof¬ 
itable, because it competed with 
other parts of British Leyland. 

Ironically Guy had been taken 
over by Jaguar, which became part 
of British Leyland, and now it’s 
Jaguar bringing jobs back to the 
city.

E lizabeth and Philip. Mention 
those two names, and 
probably the people that 
come to mind are our present 
Queen and her consort, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 

Whether Joe Weisberg, former 
CIA member and the creator of The 
Americans, had them in mind when 
he came up with the characters 
featured here remains a mystery; 
they certainly don’t have much in 
common with those denizens of the 
House of Windsor. 

Instead of focusing on their 
marriage, it tells the story of two 
KGB agents who are posing as 
ordinary Americans in suburban 
Washington DC. 

For those of us not around at the 
time, it’s difficult to imagine just how 
paranoid the world was during the 
Cold War. However, this fascinating 
new drama should provide viewers 
with an education into the last few 
years of the situation. 

Set just after the start of Ronald 
Reagan’s term as US President in 
1981, it begins by making it clear 
that despite having entered into a 


marriage of convenience, Philip 
and Elizabeth have developed real 
feelings together. 

The pair have become genuinely 
close and now have a passionate 
relationship, as well as two children 

- 13-year-old Paige and Henry, 10 

- who have no idea of their parents’ 
true identity. 

Philip is played by Matthew 
Rhys, whose previous most high- 
profile roles have come as Kevin 
Walker in the US series Brothers 
and Sisters, and the ITV drama The 
Scapegoat. 

“I think where you find Philip in the 
first episode is: he’s come to a point 
in his life where he is no longer 
defined by his job,” says Rhys. ‘The 
priority now in his life is his children. 
He’s realised that his and Elizabeth’s 
job has a shelf life and that the vice 
is slowly tightening and it’s 
something they can’t sustain. 

“I think his real ambition in life is 
to secure the future for his children 
and for him and Elizabeth, really. 

His super-objective is to make sure 
that they’re all safe - and the only 
real way to do that is to get out.” 


Philip thinks the perfect 
opportunity to do just that takes 
place in the first episode after he 
and his wife are ordered to kidnap 
Timoshev, a big shot at the KGB 
who recently defected to the US. 

But the mission goes horribly 
wrong, and they’re left with a 
hostage they can’t seem to get rid 
of. 

Philip thinks they should hand 
Timoshev back and defect 
themselves, but Elizabeth is 
horrified - she’s still loyal to Mother 
Russia. But this division in their 
marriage is soon forgotten when an 
FBI agent moves in next door, and 
it’s clear he’s suspicious of his new 
neighbours... 

Whether The Americans 
becomes ITV’s answer to Channel 
4’s Homeland remains to be seen, 
but it certainly has potential. 

It’s also unusual for the 
broadcaster to show a US import, 
especially on a Saturday night - 
fingers crossed it works out well, 
because we’re intrigued to see how 
this Elizabeth and Philip’s story 
develops.

Gethin takes on Panama’s Ammeth Diaz at Walsall Town 
Hall in an IBF final eliminator, meaning that he is just one 
step away from a world title shot, writes Daniel Mole. 

Till is convinced that Gethin, the current British light¬ 
weight champion and IBF international titleholder, has 
what it takes to win his shot at glory. 


And after 52 professional 
fights during an 11-year 
career, Till is as qualified as 
anybody to make the call. 

“He’s got a great chance,” 
said Till. “If I was a bit 
younger, I’d have helped him 
with his sparring! 

“He’s determined and 
brave and has a lot of heart. 
I think he’ll beat Diaz. 

“We’re all backing him 
anyway. It’s great that a 
fighter from Walsall is flying 
the Walsall flag.” 

Till, who is 50 this year, 
boxed all over Britain and 
held the Midlands area light¬ 
weight title. 

Mantle 

He regularly sparred with 
legendary world champion 
Barry McGuigan and is 
highly regarded in the 
boxing community. 

Fighting out of the same 
town and at the same weight 
as Gethin, Till is delighted 
that the man 30 years his 
junior has picked up the 
mantle and now overtaken 
him as the most successful 
fighter to come out of 
Walsall. 

“He’s doing really well,” 
added Till.'Tt’s unbelievable 
what he’s achieved really. 

“He did what I failed to do; 
win the British lightweight 
title. For me, that Lonsdale 
Belt is the best in the world. 
I hope he goes out there and 
puts it all in and gets his

chance for a world title shot. 
I wish him the best of luck.”

Pleased 
as punch 
to join 
pro ranks 

NEW professional boxing 
duo Des Bowater and Tom 
Stokes insist the time is 
right to punch for pay as 
they prepare for their pro¬ 
fessional debuts tomorrow, 
writes Craig Birch. 

The two boxed for 
Wodensborough ABC as 
amateurs and will ditch the 
head-guards and vests at 
Walsall Town Hall on the 
undercard of Martin 
Gethin’s IBF final elimina¬ 
tor against Ammeth Diaz. 

Bowater, a 21-year-old 
super-featherweight from 
Wednesfield, has reached 
the last two Midlands finals 
in the senior ABA competi¬ 
tion. 

In 2012, he and his oppo¬ 
nent Sukjeevan Brar were 
both disqualified for persist¬ 
ent rule-breaking, before he 
lost a split decision to Jordan 
Cooke earlier this year. 

That convinced him to 
leave the amateur ranks and 
tough Scot Michael Stupart 
will be his first test. 

Decisions 

He said: “I enjoyed being 
an amateur but I got fed up 
of being on the wrong end of 
bad decisions. It happened 
to me two years running in 
amateur finals and I have 
reached a stage where I want 
to move on from that.” 

West Bromwich welter¬ 
weight Stokes will pit his 
wits against wily veteran 
Bheki Moyo, a South 
African-born Londoner. 

The 18-year-old is the 
younger brother of Josh, 
another Wodensbrough 
ABC fighter, who won a 
junior ABA national title in 
2011. 

He said: “It’s a dream to 
turn pro on such a big night 
of boxing. Bheki Moyo is an 
experienced opponent, so 
it’s a good first test for me.”
